DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment, filed on May 9, 20008 has been entered and acknowledged by 
the Examiner. 

Cancellation of claims 1-11, 13, 14, 17, 19 and 20 has been entered. 
Claims 12, 15, 16, 18 and 21 are pending in the instant application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the Claims 

Claim 12 line 20, 'film of the B' has been replaced with — film of the blue-. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 12,15,16,18 and 21 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 12 and 18, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to 
teach or suggest the method of fabricating an organic electroluminescent device 
including combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 12 and 18, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of thickness of the second film of the red unit pixel is in a range

of one of 250 A to 450A and 700A to 750A, a thickness of the second film of the green 
unit pixel is in a range of one of 50A to 150A and 200A to 300A and a thickness of the 
second film of the blue unit pixel is in a range of 50A to 150A. 

Regarding claim 1 5 the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the method of fabricating an organic electroluminescent device including 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 15, and specifically comprising the 
limitation of thickness of the second anode of the red unit pixel is in a range of one of 
250 A to 450A and 700A to 750A, a thickness of the second anode of the green unit 
pixel is in a range of one of 50A to 1 50A and 200A to 300A and a thickness of the 
second anode of the blue unit pixel is in a range of 50A to 150A. 

Regarding claims 16,21, claims 1 6 and 21 are allowable for the reasons given in 
claim 15 because of their dependency status from claim 15.
